only one in Be‘ng, and thereby have deprived the Publick ¢f 
fe @p-rtant a + ice. : 

Werhave juft intimated, thjt this Manufcript, which 
was lodnd in the’ Cabinef of the-lare Princefs. of Anbatt 
wis the onty oné in Being.; and we-qught-to.add_that st, 
sa Bact, was fo: For after very narrow Enquiry, whe- 
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ther any other Copy were to be found, in any of the I’. 
braries of fuch Perfons, as are known to be curious in 
thefe Sorts of Collections in the Uxited Prowitaces, none 
have been found. Buc then the Queition naturally arifes, 
who was the Author of thefe Memoirs ! Whether they 
were Written by Frederick Henry himfeif, or by fome 
Officer of his Army? ‘* The Prince, /2ys Monfieur de 
“ Beaufobre, was very capable of writing them ~ Every 
‘¢ one knows that he was a Gentleman of Learning, that 
‘< he retired every Day, for fome Hours, into his Clofet 
“© to ftudy, and that he generally carried a fimall Edition 
“ of Cafar’s Commentaries, in Latin, in his Pocket. It is 
‘‘ therefore very poffivle, that having chofen Julius Ca- 
‘« far for his Patrera in the Art of War, and being con- 
*¢ {cious to himfelf of having faithfully copied after this 
‘¢ great Original, he might, likewife follow his Fxample 
‘in being the Hiftorian of his own Actions: This was, 
‘< (continues the Author of the Preface) my Opinion, at 
“ firft View of thefe Memoirs; but upon more mature 
“« Reflection, Iam inclined to believe, he employed the 
<“ Pen of one of his Officers to put them inthe Form we 
“ now fee them. This Officer compiled them from Ma- 
‘“< terials and Inftructions given him by the Prince, and 
‘ the Prince revifed and corrected them, as is vifible by 
“a great Number of Amendments, which can have been

Alter having given fome Inftances of thefe Amendments,

Monfieur de Beaufobre continues to give us fo juft an Idea 
of thefe Memoirs, and of the Contents of them, that we 
think we cannot give our Readers a better Extract of 
hem, than by tranilating this Part of his Preface.

€* the Expiration ot the Truce with the Spaniards. Fre.

«¢ the Ambafiadors ox the States were arrived at Munfer, 
«¢ where they had received all the Honours, which could

¢¢ which, our Hiflor.-n fays, Thiy are new there, and are 
‘<< treating with toe Spaniards concerning a Truce: He 
“< fhall foox fee what will be concluded at this Treaty. By 
« this we fee our Manufcript was finifhed in the firt 
‘© Months of the Year 1646, about a Year before the 
‘¢ Death of Frederick Henry ; which likew:fe ferves as 4 
‘© Confirmation, that he revived and corrected them, and

‘s hiae ac them, it is with an extream Circumfpection. 
** An Tattince or two will give the Reader an Idea of his

«¢ The extraordinary Succefs of the Campaign of 10325 

havirg fpread a Terror throughour the whole Speaie 
*¢ Necker SiS, The lnjania labels, who was then aa 
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nefs of them, and the Srates affembled at Bruffels, fent 
to the Prince of Orange, to make Propofals “of Peace. 
The Prince thought Maefricht was a proper Place for 
this Negociation. His Reafon for preferring this Place 
before any other was, not to give Time to the Spaai- 
ards, to recover from the Confternation they were in, 
and the ‘Treaty being fet on Foot, in the very Sight of 
a victorious Army, might have been concluded in a 
very fhort Time, and to the Advantage of the States. 
As reafonable as thefe Sentiments were, they were not 
followed. But it was thought fit to refer the Negocia- 
tion to the Hague. Our Hiftorian had given the fol- 
lowing Reafon for it. Jt was (faid he) for the private 
Confideration of certain Perfons, who defire to fh the 
Manazement of this Treaty. ‘This was very moderate. 
Nobody was named. Neverthelefs the Prince thought 
fit to efface thefe Words, in Refpect, without doubr, 
to fome Members of the States.

Spite of the Oppofition and Intrigues of fome, who, of 
all others, ought not to have afed in that Manner. Our 
Hittorian had faid fomething more, and perhaps given 
an Hint at the Perfons, and their Motives; but the 


+ Prince took fuch Care to blot out this Paflage, that it is 


impoflible to find any Meaning init. Such a Precau- 
tion in Memoirs, which he left only for the Ufe of his 
own Family, is an evident Proof of the Prudence and 
Moderation of this great Prince. 

‘© No one, I believe, (continues our Editor) will queftion 
the Advantage thefe AZemsirs will be of to the Publick, 


. to illuftrate and rectify the Hiftory of the Wars between 


the Spaniards and the United Provinces, during the 


‘ Space of 25 Years, None but Commanders in Chief are 
‘ capable of giving accurate Relations of Events under their 


Conduét. AJl who are beneath them have but confufed 
Ideas of them. ‘They know nothing of the real Caufes of 
Things, and have no other Rule to judge of their Enter- 
prizes, but by the SuccefS which attends them. They ap- 


* prove, or difapprove of them with the fame Inconfider-

«¢ nerals themfelves, efpecially where they have been done

es eagerly fought after. When I have gone about to com- 
“* pare (purfues our Editor) the Relations of one of the bet 
« FHiftorians of the United Provinces, with thofe of our Me- 
“ mirsy I have found a great Number of Errors, which I 
** do not impute to the Hiftorian, but to his Authors. 

Two or threc remarkable Inftances, which Monfieur de 
Beduhis gives, very plainly evince the Uiefulnefs of thefe 
Memeirs to reGtify Faéts related by other Hiftorians, and the 
taih Judgments which they have fometimes formed wil Re-
